WARD REINDICTED 
UN MURDER CHARGE 


Son of Wealthy Baker Is Held 
Without Bail for Killing of 
Peters in May, 1922.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., July 26. 


—Walter S. Ward, wealthy baker's 
son, today was reindicted on a chrage 
of first degree murder and was held 
without bail. He was taken to the 
Westchester County jail. 


He is accused of having shot and 
killed Clarence E. Peters of Haver- 
hill, Mass., former sailor, whose 
body was found near the Kensico 
reservoir on May. 16, 1922.. 

Ward was indicted on a charge of 
murder on June 15, 1922, but the in- 
dictment was dismissed last Janu- 
ary because of lack of prosecution. 

The ftnding of Peters’ body at- 
tracted little attention. 
was believed to have resulted from 
a bootleggers’ feud, and for several 
days the body remained unidenti- 
fied. 

When identification was 
Ward surrendered and in a formal 
statement prepared by his lawyer 
said he shot Peters in self defense 
when attending a meeting with 
blackmailers who had demanded 
huge sums of money. 

When the new indictment was 
read, Justice Wagner asked Ward 
how he pleaded. 

Ward arose and, smilingly said: “I 
plead not guilty.’’

OWN WAY FOR FIRST TIME 


Department to Show Surplus at End. of -Fiscal 
Year, Postmaster-General New Reports; 
Economies Effected.

WASHINGTON, July 26.—The 
postal system of the nation is on a 
self-supporting basis for the first 
time in history, officials of the 
Treasury said today, Postmaster 
General New, effecting far-reaching 
economies, has assured Budget Di- 
rector Lord that the postoffice de- 
partment will show a surplus at the 
end of the present fiscal year. 
Treasury officials marked this as 


a signal achievement, as postal busi- 


ness in previous years has been run 
The defi- 
cit last year was $32,000,000. The 
preceding year the deficit was $60,- 
000,000. The first month of the new 


fiscal year is nearing its close, with 
postal finances on the right side of 
the ledger. In the same period last 
year the postoffice department had 
already run up a deficit of $12,000,- 
000. 

Enormous savings will be made 
this year by the posfmaster gener- 
al’s policy of enforcing careful scru- 
tiny“of all contracts let by the de- 
partment. This phase of the Gov- 
ernment’s work will be standardized 
and practically every postoffice in 
the country will contribute its shar> 
to the savings. 

An important factor also in reduc- 
ing the expenses of the postal es- 
tablishment is the general increase 
in postal business.

Barrels Found to Contain Bottles 
Labeled “Old Charter’—Others 
to Be Opened. 

Five barrels labeled “floor oil,” 
but all believed to contain whisky, 
were seized at the Louisville & 
Nashville freight depot, Cass avenue 
and Collins street, today by Gus O. 
Nations, chief prohibition enforce- 
ment officer, and several other en- 
forcement officers. 

The barrels were opened by Na- 
tions, and found to contain a num- 
ber of quart bottles of liquid which 
appeared to be whisky and bore 
“Old Charter” labels. Nations 
broke the bottles and poured the 
liquid into the street. 

Nations refused to tell where the 
shipment originated or to whom it 
was consigned. Officials of the 
railroad referred inquiries to Na- 
tions.

Forty-nine of the cases were of 
Cattleya Trianae, an effulgent, 
mauve orchid of a showy character, 
and came from Colombia for mass 
display. Two cases containing 106 
varieties of Panama orchids and in 
two other cases of other plant spe- 
cies from Jamaica were 15 varieties 
of orchids. 

Specimens Due. 
In addition, the gafden is yet to 


Schroederae, which also are mauve 
orchids of a gorgeous type. The 
opening of the cases has established 
the success of the expedition, in the 
estimate 6f Dr. George H. Moore, 
director of the garden. G. H. Pring, 
horticulturist of the garden, who 
collected the plants, has arrived/in 
New York on his return. He has 
been absent three months. 

The shipment from Jamaica was 
gathered by Pring in the Hope gar- 
dens at Kingston. It includes 10 
tree ferns, show examples of fern 
life which often attain a height of 
20 feet. The garden now has sev- 
eral tree ferns, but the additions 
were desired to enhance the display 
in the fern house. 

Potted in Bamboo Stems. 

The shipment from Jamaica in- 
cluded about 100 specimens of 650 
varieties, chiefly additions for the 
economic house. The plants are 
curiosity potted, not in earthen 
pots as common here, but in hollow- 
ed bamboo stems. 

The orchids were packed in cases 
made in part of porous bamboo to 
give the plants air. Orchids supply 
their own sustenance during the pe- 
riod of shipment. During the rainy 
season in their native mountains, 
they store up moisture in large pseu- 
do-bulbs, a supply sufficient for 
their needs for several months. The 
plants have been spread out in cool 
moist places at the garden and the 
rather stupendous task of potting 
them already has begun. Growing 
space has been provided by a rear- 
angement of some of the glass 
ouses.

Does Not Make Known 
Whether There Will Be 
Joint or Separate Reply 
__ to Britain.

DUESSELDORF, July 26.—The 


frontier separating the Ruhr Valley 
from the rest of Germany was open- 


ed at midnight. 
Thousands of Germans were pass- 
ing in and out of the occupied re- 


gion today, making haste to transact 


urgent business. They were anxious 
to accomplish al] possible during the’ 
present opportunity because of re- 
ports that the frontier would be 
closed again in a few days. 


By the Amociated Press. 
BERLIN, July 26.—It was report- 


ed from Dortmund in the Ruhr to- 
day that the authorities of occupa- 


tion had announced that the block- 


adé of the occupied areas had been 
raised, dating from laat night. No 
confirmation from authoritative 
sources was available. 

The blockade on shipments from 
the Ruhr into unoccupied Germany 
became effective Feb. 1, less than a 
month after the beginning of the 
Franco-Belgian occupation. It was 
not until July 1, however, that the 
frontiers of the Ruhr and the 
Rhineland were completely closed, 
as one of the penalties imposed be- 
cause of the Duisburg bomb explo- 
sion which killed 10 Belgian soldiers 
and injured two score other persons. 


France Expected to Reply to Note 
By the Agsociated Press. 

PARIS, July 26.—The French and 
Belgian Governments have reached 
an entire agreement on all thé es- 
sential points respecting the British 
note, it was announced today. It 
was not made known whether there 
will be a joint or separate reply. 

The French reply will not be 
ready until the beginning of next 
week, but Premier Poincare is un- 
derstood to have in mind the fact 
that the British Parliament is to 
adjourn Aug. 3 and he is expected 
to submit his Government's answer 
before that date. While the Par- 
HMament has nothing to do directly 
with this stage of the negotiations, 
it is thought here that Premier 
Baldwin might like to say some- 
thing to the House of Commons on 
the subject before the summer re- 
cess. 

The’ negotations prior to the sub- 
mission of the collective 
allied note to the German Govern- 
ment, in response to ite reparations 
memorandum, will hardly be com- 
pleted with the submission of the 
Frerith and Belgian replies to the 
British proposal, according to the 
view taken here, because it is con- 
sidered that some points will require 
further discussion with the British 
Foreign Office. 

Much of the negotiation between 
Brussels and Paris has been con- 
ducted by telephone.

speak in no partisan sense. I am 
one of these who believe politics 
should be limited by the coast line 
of the nation. Our international! 
policy, our country’s relations to 
foreign countries, shoula be de- 
termined by the policy itself, not 
by opportunism nor by any spuri- 
ous cry of party regularity. I 
cannot forgive the man who de- 
cides this fation's future solely by 
the apparent necessity of partisan 
politics.

I suggest 
to my conservative brethren that 
recent events indicate they must 
choose whether progressive things 
shall be dome in a conservative 
way or in a radical way. You 
may have to take progressivism or 
more radicalism will take you. 

But wpon these domestic ques- 
tions our people will divide with- 
eut pretense or cant. and they will 
be decided in the good old Ameri- 
ean fashion. in a fair stand-up fight. 
I have that confidence in the 
genius of the American people 
that they will ultimately be rightly 
decided; but the recurring periods 
at which the electorate may ©¢x- 
press their views make it certain 
they will finally represent the will 
of our people. At any rate. can- 
dor, frankness, directness will pre- 
vail in the determination of our 
domestic policies and they may be 
changed just as often as the peo- 
ple, expressing their will at the 
ballot box, desire.

For I would have a defi- 
foreign policy for our nation, 
but a policy of our own. It is true 
that this policy might change with 
succeeding administrations, but 
this presents no obstacie to be a 
frank avowal of our present pur- 
poses. if the administration for 
the moment in power believes any 
foreign country jeopardizes peace, 
there is no reason why we should 
not say so. I resent that our great 
country can only speak in concert 
with others and that it cannot 
speak alone. 

Since when has America become 
so weak and so timid its foreign 
policy could be declared only in 
@onjunction with other nations? 
J can recall the times when a 
Democratic President of the 
United States did not hesifate to 
express the views of our country 
in foreign affairs. And I remem- 
ber when the greatest American 
of his generation spoke in clarion 
tones America’s foreign policy. and 
all the world lhstened. 

Hysterical Sentimentalien. 

Hysterical sentimentalism has 
made us dumb and ovr ailmiess 
drifting has brought us into inter- 
national contempt. It is only the 
timid and the fearful who ask 
others to unite with them in or- 
der to exercise their mora! weight. 
The strong. the self-reliant, the 
just, by the mere expression of a 
righteous view give infinitely more 
effect to their moral weight than 
by waiting and watching and beg- 
ging and pleading that others may 
join in the expression of what they 
believe to be fundamentally right. 

Meral weight! Our internation- 
alists inaiatently harp on if we only 
had joined the League of Nations 
our _moral weight would have 
been gufficient to have prevented 
any subsequent wars. If we would 
only get into the European mess

The 
sure way in which we might dissi- 
pate our moral weight is to make 
it subject to the decision of those 
upon whom we wish to exercise 
moral suasion or to submit it for 
ultimate expression to. those who 
have no moral sense. Free, inde- 
pendent, unfettered by League or 
Association, court or conference, 
America can speak, and the world 
will heed.

Those who 
wish us to enter the League .care 
little whether for the moment we 
are in the original structure. ie 
we may be induced to enter that 
which is a part, they know full 
well when retreat is no longer pos- 
sible we can be driven into the 
main building. 

l am well within the fact when 
I say that of all those interested in 
the subject in Europe none. con- 
sider the World Court except as a 
part of the League of Nationa, and 
the idea of the divorcement of the 
two is merely a matter of jest. 

I do not question the good faith 
of the President nor the fact that 
he believes he may accomplish 
the seemingly impossible task, but 
aside from his few advisers I 
think there igs quite a substantial 
disagreement with him. Those 
who favor a League of Nations 
want us in the World Court © be- 
cause they say it is a step in the 
wight direction, and as the frank- 
er among them express it. it is 
but a preliminary move for en- 
trance into the league. The Pres- 
ident says that under no circum- 
stances will we have anything to 
do with the jeague. The  pro- 
leaguers believe that ff we get 
into the court the President will 
be found to be mistaken, and they 
are with him in his advocacy of 
the court. 

On the other hand, the oppo- 
nents of the league oppose the 
court because, among other rea- 
sons. they belleve it means é€n- 
trance into the league: and the 
paradoxical situation Is presented 
of the pro-leaguers favoring. the 
court because they think the 
President is mistaken, and that 
it would take us into the league, 
and the antileaguners opposing it 
for precisely the sare reason.” 

Every utterance of three or four 
years ago concerning the league-is 
paraphrased in the arguments of 
today, and singularly enough 
there: aré aome who, while repu- 
diating their past . utterances, 
again urge ue upon a similar 
course. I speak now in no invidi- 
ous sense. I recall to you what is 
but recent political history. I do 
it not in a personal vein, but ase a 
legitimate warning concerning 
the arguments made today for the 
court. . 

You remember how in 1920 a 
group of very distinguished gen- 
tiemen pledged their faith to the 
American people that if the Ree 
publican candidate for President 
were elected we wouid enter the 
League of Nations. Among those 
who thus pledged themselves were 
two great statesmen, Messrs. 
Hughes and Hoover, who are now 
members of the President's Cab- 
inet, and whose utterances in be- 
half of the League of Nations 
were among the most eloquent 
and persuasive. They are now 
part of the administration, which 
in very emphatic language at St. 
Louis said that the verdict of the 
American people was rendered 
againet the league in 19290, 
America would have nothing to do 
with it and that the iasue of the 
league was as dead as siavery. 
These two distinguished members 
of the Cabinet have, of course, re- 
canted their views and are now, 
just as the President is, opposed 
to the entry of the United States 
into the league: for it is obvious 
if they had not changed their 
views, with their pledge to the 
American people so emphatically 
repudiated, they could not ‘be 
members of the present adminis- 
tration. 

Problem of Europe (nsolved. 

I congratulate them and I con- 
gratulate the people of the United 
States that they have seen the er- 
ror of their way and that today 
they would not take ovr great 
country into the league, and I 
congratulate them upon their con- 
feasion to the American people. 
They, however, are believed in 
Europe, and I think in America, 
too, to be the sponsors for the 
present endeaver to have the 
United States join in the World

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HOW TRAINED 


MINDS AVOID 
ACCIDENTS

Here was 100 per cent carefulness. 
The cabs ran practically the entire 
24 hours of that day and there were 
two shifts of the young drivers, mak- 
ing 3500. 


It is time for parents, teachers and 
officers of the law, who are perhaps 
too much committed to the practice 
of scolding and fault-finding, to take 
careful account of the method of 
these safe and sane taxi drivers. 


Indeed, Coue, the psychologist, 
might learn a valuable lesson in 
auto-suggestion from the uncommon 
behavior of these trained chauffeurs. 


The method of successfully pre- 
paring boys and youths to drive 
autos without accident—the simple 
effective psychological method—is 
taught and easily learned and its im- 
portant steps follow: 


First, the one learning to drive 
safely visualizes in advance of any 


possible accident the several situa- 
tions in which accidents occur, and 
he thinks definitely of the correct 
thing to do at that particular place. 


The idea of safety, the exact vision 
of the specific correct thing to do— 
at a dangerous crossing, for exam- 
ple—by this method is registered in 
the subconscious mind of the driver 
and he tends to do this automatic- 
ally. 

According to psychologists, de- 
scribing auto accidents makes them 
worse, especially in the case of the 
youthful driver whose nerves are 
plastic ‘in receiving impressions of 
error. The blunderer first thinks of 
the error—visualizes it plainly—and 
then naturally commits it. 

According to psychologists, not 
speeding but wrong thinking is the 
primary cause of the accidents. The 
3500 nonaccident taxi drivers referred 
to are all speeders. They drive like 
the wind wherever it is safe, but they 
are all trained by auto-suggestion. 
To complain of speeding is but to 
affirm it in the mind of the impres- 
sionable youth. 


You cannot compel youth to do 
right by describing wrong, even 
when you put a penalty on his mis- 
takes. 

You can compel youth to do right 
and to drive right by causing him to 
think right in advance of the possi- 
ble error. 

You teach a reliable lesson to any 


given person to the extent that you | 


formulate mentally a clear picture 
of the right thing to do in the right 
time and place.
